Home FOP Aged Seamen. 


Cleveland, O-, Dec. G.—Thirty thou- 


sand dollars is likely to be put into 
a home soon for aged and disabled 
sailors by the International Seamen's 
union. That was practically the re- 
port submitted to the convention by 
members of the committee on sea- 
men's home. The establishment of a 
home is, however, contingent upon 
the vote of the several local unions 
throughout the United States ana 
Canada. In order to provide for its 
maintenance it is proposed to assess 
the members of the union 10 cents 
each month, which would bring in 
about $48,000 a year.

A persistent racial characteristic 


is presumably a useful one, if we are 
to accept the doctrine of the survival 
of the fittest. That tropical races are 
so often dark skinned can scarcely 
be recognized as accidental, and the 
fact has almost universally been re- 
ferred to the greater intensity of so- 
lar radiation 
in the 
tropics. 
But 


black substances do not reflect 
or 


turn away the solar heat; they rather 
absorb it. How, then, is a black skin 
useful to the native of the tropics? 
This question is taken up by Francis 
Marre, who shows in an article con- 
tributed to Cosmos that the negro's 
skin protects him, not against 
the 


sun's heat, from which he is guarded, 
like the white race, by other physio- 
logical means, but against the chem- 
ical effects of the solar radiation. At 
first sight, the writer says, it would 
seem to be a sort of scientific heresy 
to ascribe the dark skins of the negro 
cr negroid races to their life in a 
tropical climate. 
He goes on: 


'The notions of physics that we im- 


bibed at college tell us that black is 
the color that absorbs most of the 
heat rays, and all attempts at teleo- 
logical explanation run up 
against 


this fact, which we may regard as 
proved. 
It would seem, then, that 


the very fact that the negro has a 
black skin should increase his discom- 
fort under the solar rays. 


The experiments of Duclaux on 


the chemical 
power of-light—what 


is known as actinism—compared with 
that of heat, have shown that heat, 
whose decomposing action is by itself 
slight, 
acquires 
very 
considerable 


strength when luminous. 
We know 


that modern physics asserts that one 
and the same cause produces 
both 


luminous and calorific effects, or we 
may say that the two causes that 
produce them act together and disap- 
pear together. Also, the chemical ac- 
tion of light has the same cause as 
the luminous action properly so call- 
ed, or, again, the two causes may act 
and cease togegther-

Mr. Marre goes on to say, is only of 
secondary importance, our present in- 
tehest being in the fact that, to guard 
effetively against the burning action 
of the sun's rays, it is sufficient to 
protect one's self against its lumin- 
ous radiation. Thus the Italian phys- 
iologist, Mosso, has shown that the 
sunburn induced by residence in high 
mountain regions may he greatly re- 
duced by blackening the skin 
with 


lampblack. To protect the eyes from 
ophthalmia caused by the reffection 
from glaciers an effective method is 
to shield them with darkened glasses.

OFFICIAL NOTE 


Issued by Russian Government Re- 


garding Its Promise to Carry 


Out the Reforms. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 5—Via Bydt- 


kuhnen, Dec. 6—An official note was 
issued today explaining that while the 
government is inflexibly determined 
to carry out the reforms promised by 
the imperial manifesto of October 30, 
it is impossible at one stroke to ac- 
custom the population to the admin- 
istration of the new order of things 
created by the manifesto. Until the 
new legislation required by the re- 
form is effected, the old laws must be 
enforced except where they are al- 
ready replaced by temporary provi- 
sions. 


The note adds that drafts of the 


provisional regulations 
governing 


freedom of the press and the right of 
association have been completed, that 
the deliberations regarding the 
re- 


form of the council of the empire and 
the extension of the franchise 
are 


nearing a conclusion and that 
the 


election to the national assembly are 
being expedited. At the same time, 
measures are being initiated to cope 
with the disturbances which are en- 
dar.gering public security. 


more than 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit

It follows that wnen man is sub- 
jected to the action of intense solar 
heat, as is the case, for instance, in 
tropical countries, the only troubles 
that his organism has really to fear 
are those due to the luminous and 
chemical rays. Now both are arrest- 
ed by the black pigment, which is 
almost totally inactinic. Thus every- 
thing in this regard would appear to 
be for the best, in the best of worlds. 


"To guard against the heat the use 


of white and floating garments is ab- 
solutely necessary. But when the 
skin must be directly exposed to the 
attacks of the solar heat, the wearing 
of a black epidermis, if such an ex- 
pression is admissible, is equally nec- 
essary. Although we may no longer

This explanation also accounts 
for the formation of sunburn on deli- 
cate skins that are exposed to sun- 
light"—Literary Digest.

There was probably a bare excuse 


for the passage of the original act of 
1902 (Ohio Laws, Vol. 95, p. 511 et 
seq..) but its principal objects were 
to create a number of fat offices, "put 
them at the disposal 
of a machine 


maker, and double the state auditor's 
salary by a circumvention of the Con- 
stitution. The original law, while 
not absolutely necessary V.SLS compar- 
atively harmless. 


The conversion of the law Into a 


triple geared grafting 
machine, by 


amending out of the oiigmal law all 
the restrictions and safeguards, Is 
•what the people now very properly 
complain about. 


Here in parallel, are the two sec- 


tions—first the original, and second 
the amended one, which tell the 
•whole story: 


Original Section Ten.

Which it is Said Killed His 


Parents and Brother. 


Dayton, O., Dec. 6—The authori- 


ties have secured possesison of the 
bill sent to Dr. Oliver C. Haugh for 
the hyoscine with which he is alleged 
to have poisoned his father, mother 
and brother. The bill came through 
the mails from a pharmaceutical com- 
pany in Cleveland, and was addressed 
to Haugh's former address in this 
city. 


The letter was turned over to Coun- 


ty Detective McBride who hopes to 
receive from the company Haugb's 
original order, probably sent by mail. 
The bill was for 73 cents, the price 
charged for 100 hypodermic tablets 
of hyoscyanine hydrobrom measuring 
one fiftieth of a grain each. The poi- 
son which is used as a medicine un 
der certain conditions, was taken 
home by Haugh's brother Jesse, who 
was among the supposed murdered.

Havana, Dec. 6.—A wild panic on 


board the French line steamer La 
Champagne resulted in the injury of 
six and the possible drowning of three 
to six persons. The Champagne ar- 
rived from French and Spanish ports 
with 350 cabin and 1,400 steerage pas- 
sengers, 1,100 of whom were bound 
for Havana and 300 for Mexico. 
The 


steamship had a small cargo and but 
little coal, and after anchoring and 
discharging the cabin passengers she 
began coaling. At the time she was 
slightly listed and the crowd of Span- 
ish immigrants swarming to her side 
<£> watch the lighters caused her to 
list more and to take on a quantity of 
water in- her open coal ports. Somo 
of the lightermen cried out that the 
ship was sinking, and the frightened 
immigrants struggled and fought for 
a chance to escape. Some 400 men 
and women jumped into the lighters 
and a score of men into the water. 
A few of these swam ashore and some 
of them clung to small boats. 


The officers of the ship and the port 


police finally calmed the excited im- 
migrants. 
Meanwhile the coal ports 


had been closed and the ship righted 
herself after she had taken on a few 
tons of water. Five men and on a 
woman were taken ashore and sent to 
the hospital suffering from sprains. 
contusions or broken bones. Isone of 
them was 
dangerously injured. A 


check of the passenger list revealed 
the fact that six persons are missing, 
It is not definitely known that these 
were drowned as it is possible that 
they may have reached the shore.

Washington, Dec 6. — Representa- 


tive Hamilton (Mich.) introduced a 
joint statehood bill providing for the 
admission of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory to the Union as the state of 
Oklahoma, and the admission of Xew 
Mexico and Ari/ona as Arizona.

rates. It should give to the commis- 
sion power to change an existing rate 
only if the existing rate be unreason- 
able or otherwise in violation of the 
interstate 
commerce' acts, and 
it 


should give to the commission power 
to change a rate that is unreasonable 
or otherwise unlawful only to the ex- 
tent that such change may be neces- 
sary 4n order to remove the unreason- 
ableness or other illegality of the 
rate. In other words, it should only 
give to the commission power to re- 
duce a rale to the maximum that 
would be reasonable and lav.-ful if 
originally imposed by the railroad 
company. A statute can be drawn to 
effect this result. If those who advo- 
cate vesting in the interstate com- 
merce commission the power to fix 
rates are in good faith, seeking to 
carry out the policy of the president, 
they should be willing to accept a 
statute giving to the commission 
power to fix rates substantially is 
outlined above."
